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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1 - 10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, either singularly or in combination, at 
least one semiconductor chip made of a semiconductor material and having a first and a second 
main electrodes, a first and second main connections, a contact lamina in electrical contact with 
the first main electrode and the first main connection, the contact lamina containing an alloying 
partner, capable of forming a cutcctic between the alloying partner and the semiconductor 
material, the contact lamina being coated with an electrically conductive protective layer, 
wherein the protective layer has at least one electrically conductive base layer applied on the 
contact lamina, and an electrically conductive surface layer, which forms an external contact 
area, the base layer and the surface layer substantially comprise different materials, and the 
surface layer is present between the contact lamina and the first main connection and between 
the contact lamina and the semiconductor chip. Kodama et al. (U. S. Pat. No. 6,686,658) teaches 
at least one semiconductor chip made of a semiconductor material and having a first and a 
second main electrodes, a first and second main connections, a contact lamina in electrical 
contact with the first main electrode and the first main connection, the contact lamina containing 
an alloying partner, capable of forming a eutectic between the alloying partner and the 
semiconductor material, the contact lamina being coated with an electrically conductive 
protective layer, wherein the protective layer has at least one electrically conductive base layer 
applied on the contact lamina, and an electrically conductive surface layer, which forms an 
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external contact area, the base layer and the surface layer substantially comprise different 
materials. However, Kodama et al. does not teach the surface layer is present between the 
contact lamina and the first main connection and between the contact lamina and the 
semiconductor chip as set forth in claim 1 . 

Miyamoto (U. S. Pat. No. 4,876,588) teaches a contact lamina being coated with an 
electrically conductive protective layer, wherein the protective layer has at least one electrically 
conductive base layer applied on the contact lamina, and an electrically conductive surface layer. 
However, Miyamoto does not teach the base layer and the surface layer substantially comprise 
different materials and the surface layer being present between the contact lamina and the first 
main connection and between the contact lamina and the semiconductor chip as set forth in claim 
1. 

Schwartzman (U. S. Pat. No. 3,686,539) teaches a contact lamina being coated with an 
electrically conductive protective layer, wherein the protective layer has at least one electrically 
conductive base layer applied on the contact lamina, and an electrically conductive surface layer, 
which forms an external contact area, the base layer and the surface layer substantially comprise 
different materials. However, Schwartzman does not teach and the surface layer being present 
between the contact lamina and the first main connection and between the contact lamina and the 
semiconductor chip as set forth in claim 1 . 

Furthermore, the reason for allowance for claim 4 is disclosed in the paragraph seven of 
the Office action mailed on March 31, 2008.
